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SUBJECT: MILITARY SUPPLY REQUESTS 

1. AS YOU KNOW, AMBASSADOR DINITZ WITH BAR-ON, CIECHANOVER 
AND BENTSUR, CAME IN TO SEE THE SECRETARY LATE JUNE 6. 
MCGIFEERT OF DEFENSE AND GELB WERE PRESENT FOR PART OF THE 
CONVERSATION, AND ATHERTON AND SAUNDERS WERE PRESENT 
THROUGHOUT. SUBJECTS COVERED WERE STATUS OF ISRAEL'S 
MILITARY SUPPLY REQUESTS, THE SITUATION IN SOUTHERN 
LEBANON, AND CURRENT STATUS OE THE NEGOTIATIONS. AFTER 
THE MEETING, SECRETARY ASKED SAUNDERS TO CALL BAR-ON TO 
DISCUSS ONE ADDITIONAL SUBJECT WHICH SECRETARY HAD MEANT 
TO RAISE REGARDING TREATMENT OF PRISONERS FROM THE WEST 
BANK. THIS TELEGRAM REPORTS BRIEFLY THE ISRAELI APPROACH 
ON THE MILITARY SUPPLY QUESTION. OTHER SUBJECTS DEALT 
WITH SEPTELS. 
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2. DINITZ INTRODUCED QUESTION OF MILITARY SUPPLY BRIEFLY 
BY RECALLING THAT ISRAELIS IN FEBRUARY 1978 HAD SUBMITTED A 
PRIORITY LIST OF ITEMS FROM LARGER MATMON C LIST AND SOME 
ANSWERS HAD BEEN PROVIDED DURING WEIZMAN'S VISIT. HE 
POINTED OUT THAT SOME MAJOR ITEMS ARE STILL PENDING AND 
OFEERED TO RESPOND IP THE U.S. NEEDS MORE INPORMATION 
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REGARDING ANY OF THESE REQUESTS. ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
MCGIFFERT UNDERTOOK TO RESPOND TO THE ISRAELIS ON THE QUES- 
TION OF WHETHER ADDITIONAL INFORMATION IS NEEDED FROM 
THEM. 

3. CIECHANOVER POINTED OUT THAT DURING THE DISCUSSION OF 
THE AIRCRAFT SALES, THERE WAS TALK OF AN ADDED 20 F-I5'S. 

HE WONDERED WHEN ISRAEL WOULD RECEIVE WRITTEN NOTIFICATION 
OF APPROVAL OF THESE AIRCRAFT AND WHEN DELIVERY SCHEDULES 
MIGHT BE DISCUSSED. DINITZ ADDED WITH REGARD TO F-I6'S 
HIS HOPE THAT U.S. WOULD LOOK AT THE QUESTION OF AN 
INCREASE TO 90 AND THEN THE 60 ADDITIONAL AIRCRAFT THAT 
WOULD BE NECESSARY TO MEET THE TOTAL ISRAELI REQUIREMENT. 
MCGIFFERT RESPONDED THAT WE NEED TO UNDERSTAND BETTER 
THE RELATIONSHIP OF THIS REQUEST TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
THE KFIR AIRCRAFT. 

4. CIECHANOVER ASKED ABOUT THE STATUS OF A PROPOSED 
UNDERSTANDING ON CO-PRODUCTION AND R AND D COOPERATION. 
MCGIFFERT UNDERTOOK TO RESPOND ON THAT POINT. 

5. CIECHANOVER INDICATED ISRAELI DESIRE TO STUDY THE 
F-I8 AIRCRAFT, AND MCGIFFERT PROMISED TO ARRANGE A BRIEF- 
ING ON GENERAL PERFORMANCE WITHOUT ANY COMMITMENT BEYOND 
THAT. 
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6. CIECHANOVER ASKED FOR A RESPONSE ON THE QUESTION OF 
ISRAEL'S SELLING KFIR AIRCRAFT TO TAIWAN. HE SAID 
ISRAEL HAS A LETTER OF INTENT THAT THE ROC IS INTERESTED 
IN 60 AIRCRAFT. WE SAID WE WOULD BE BACK TO THEM ON 
THIS QUESTION.
